ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the Citv of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territorv: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified bv the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the citv to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too manv priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steadv decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

* The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


* Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


3590 of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
vears of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 vears. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


Bv 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served bv 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in the Ste. Genevieve and Perry Counties. The geography of 
this area is defined by Interstate 55, Highway 61 and Routes 32 and 51. 


* Located in Ste. Genevieve deanery. There are 14 territorial parishes, 2 missions and 
4 elementary schools. Currently, there are 8 diocesan and 2 order priests assigned 
to this group. 


e Parishes and church buildings are at least 5 miles apart, however drive times to 
nearest parishes tend to be 10 to 15 minutes. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS RURAL AND VERV CATHOLIC 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 1% from 2010. 


The population 55 or older increased from 25% in 2000 to 34% in 2020. 


34% of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 18%. This is a very Catholic area. 


Median household income in the area is $57,804, which is below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

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OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 628 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 18% from 5 years ago. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 599. 


Despite declining elementary enrollment, both high schools have maintained stable 
to slightly increasing enrollment over the past decade. 


There are 426 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 21% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


Historic St. Vincent de Paul parish dates to the landing bv boat of the original Vincentian 
missionaries who arrived in 1818 and established the first diocesan and Vincentian 
seminarv. Known as St. Marv of the Barrens, the Vincentian parish served much of Perrv 
Couniv until a German parish, St. Boniface was established in Perrvville in 1866, 
administered by diocesan priests. In 1928, the Shrine of the Miraculous Medal was built 
and is now the national shrine. In 1947, the Vincentians took over St. Boniface until 1964 
when the two parishes merged. 


The current parish church was dedicated in 1976 and seats 600. The parish of 1750 
households runs an elementary school (815 students) and a high school (152 students), 
both of which are highly subsidized by the parish. This is one of two parish high schools in 
the diocese. The parish has its own cemetery. The parish is also responsible for 3 
additional parishes and 2 missions. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* Growth in the parish area slowed during the past decade. 


* Parish declining membership may reflect the aging of the parish while Mass 
attendance and children in religious formation have been declining slightly. 


* Parish must invest significantly in their elementary and high school. 
Reserves had been small until PPP money in 2021. 


OUR PARISH AREA POPULATION GROWTH SLOWED DURING 
THE PAST DECADE 


e After growing during the previous two decades, population did not grow from 
2010 to 2020. 


Median household income is $53,900 which is below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700. 


e 35% of the resident population is Catholic which is well above the 
archdiocesan average of 18%. This is a very Catholic area.
